Tradition 

FRESHMAN  YEAR  —  Groundbreaking 

began  in  August  of  1984,  both  for  the 

entering  Class  of  1988  and  for  North 

Carolina  Baptist  Hospital.  The  future  held 

promise  and  challenge  for  the  110  anxious 

eager  students,  full  of  anticipation  about 

what  lay  ahead.  So  too  did  the  future 

appear  bright  for  the  medical  center  as 

plans  were  rmalized  for  new  growth  and 

development.  For  Freshman  students,  it  was 

a  year  of  very  hard  work,  but  we  all  rallied 

and  met  the  challenge  of  the  long  hours 

endless  tests,  anatomy  labs,  and  sleepless 

nights  The  class  grew  into  a  family 

friendships  solidified  over  a  shared 

cadaver,  a  microscope,  a  helping  hand  It 

was  an  important  year  for  North  Carolina 

Baptist  Hospital  and  the  Bowman  Gray 

School  of  Medicine  as  ground  was  cleared 

and  construction  sites  were  readied.  It  was 

an  important  year  for  both  the  hospital  and 

the  Class  of  1988,  for  it  was  a  year  busily 

devoted  to  the  laying  of  foundations, 

SOPHOMORE  YEAR  —  Our  sophomore  year 

was  off  to  a  quick  start.  We  tested  the 

foundation  laid  the  previous  year  with  two 

days  of  exams  which  we  were  sure  we  had 

all  failed  But  the  foundation  proved  firm 

and  allowed  for  more  building  and 

continued  growth.

Lucile  West  HuTaff 
1912-1987 


Bowman  Gray  School  of  Medicine's  first  woman  professor,  Dr.  Lucile  West 
Hutaff.  died  at  home  in  Fayetteville,  North  Carolina  on  July  12, 1987.  She  was 
75. 

Dr  Hutaff  earned  a  bachelor  of  science  degree  at  the  University  of 
Wisconsin  (1934)  and  received  her  medical  degree  from  the  University  of 
Rochester  (N.Y.)  School  of  Medicine  in  1940. 

She  joined  the  faculty  of  the  Bowman  Gray  School  of  Medicine  in  1945,  She 
became  an  associate  professor  of  preventive  medicine  in  1956,  full  professor 
of  preventive  medicine  in  1964,  and  professor  emeritus  upon  her  retirement  in 
1972.  For  fifteen  years  before  her  retirement  she  did  research  on  the 
treatment  of  blood  coagulation  disorders,  specializing  in  hemophilia. 
Additionally  she  directed  the  student  health  services  for  21  years, 

Dr,  Hutaff  served  Bowman  Gray  well  as  a  dedicated  teacher  and  physician. 
She  was  one  of  the  early  advocates  of  integrating  the  behavioral  sciences 
into  the  medical  curriculum. 
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The  growth  of  the  medical  center 
facilities  in  1987-88  certainly  paved  the 
road  toward  establishing  new  tradition 
We  all  observed  the  expansion  growing 
daily  —  through  the  penthouse  windows, 
patients'  rooms,  walking  up  Hawthorne 
Hill,  or  driving  on  I-40  east  —  this 
expansion  including  the  tripling 
in  size  of  research  space  in  the  Hanes 
building,  the  second  patient  tower  with 
new  operating  room  suites  and  the 
Brenner  Children's  Hospital,  the  Magnetic 
Resonance  Imaging  building,  the  staff 
parking  deck  expansion,  and  the 
outpatient  clinic  building. 

Not  only  did  our  facilities  change  to 
make  new  tradition,  but  so  did  significant 
milestones  in  our  senior  year  Students 
postponed  interviewing  for  residency 
positions  until  December  and  January, 
and  even  early  February,  secondary  to 
the  later  deadline  for  match  list 
preferencing  February  16  Then  all  had  to 
become  familiar  with  the  IBM  personal 
computer  on  which  each  of  us  personally 
typed  in  our  preferences  in  the  Office  of 
Student  Affairs  which  produced  an  instant 
copy  of  our  choices  We  then  had  to 
anxiously  cope  with  the  delay  of  the 
actual  Match  Day,  now  the  fourth 
Wednesday  in  March  This  new  tradition 
prompted  another  with  respect  to  the 
future  editions  of  the  Gray  Matter  House 
Officer  appointments  now  will  be 
included  in  a  special  supplemental 
publication  distributed  in  May  or  June 

All  in  all,  it  was  a  special  experience 
for  the  Class  of  1988  to  be  a  part  of  the 
new  look  sported  by  the  Bowman  Gray 
School  of  Medicine  and  North  Carolina 
Baptist  Hospital,  but  more  so  to  exert  their 
impact  on  the  making  of  its  new 
tradition
